A. Vt isin no Senfe true, thar it is the Doctrin 
of the Church of England, that the Bletled Mary 

did not Dye a Virgin. For the Articles and Ho- 

milies which are her declared Doétrin are Silent 

about ths Point: And as for her moft Approved and 
ebrated Writers (whofe Unanimous Affertions 
may be improperly called the Doétrin of the 

Church of Eng/iand) they have conftantly main- 

tanned the perpecual Virginity, tho’ not‘as an Arti- 

Ce of Fah. (For the Scripture afferts no fuch 

Thing) yet as a Trath very well grounded upon 

the three tollowing Reafons. 1. Upon Confide- 


fauon of the Goodnefs and Piety of Mary, which 
coud nor iuffer her fo far to Difhonor that Body, 
Which had Lodged the Son of God, and which the 
Power of the Higheft had overfhadowed ; neither 
Cou’d the Perfuafion of Fofep.’s Piety fuffer himto be 


Guilty of fuch a Prcfumption. 2 Becaufe the Per- 
petual Virginiry of Mary has been the Conftant 
Doétrin of the Carholick-Church, and the Op- 
polers of it Branded with the Name of Heretics, 
called by ot. duflin in his Catalogue of Herefies 
Antia.comerianites, under which Name they were 
Condemned, by the Sixth Gereral Council: tho’ 
by the Larins they were generally called Helwidis 
ans from H-ivaius who in the Fourth Century, 
Wiit in D.fhonor of the Bieffed Virgin. and was 
Confured by Ss. Hferem; 3. For the ftrengthen- 
ing of the two preceding Reafons, ir 1s we! urged 
that the contrary cannor be proved from Scrip.ure. 
Kor even the Negauve Authority of Scr:prure is of 
Force in fuch Doctrines as are Pious and os hily 
Reafonable in themfe!ves, and have been co: {: 1: °- 
ly usaintained by the Church ot Ged, and when tae 
Denying of fuch Deetrires favors ot Impicty and 
Profanenefs, as weil as an Humor of Obftinately 
Gainfaying without any Grounds; Now, all the 
Texts of Scripcure thet have been urged by thofe 
that have taken the Boldnefs to deny this Truth, 
are eafity proved Infufficient. The Objedtion 
mentioned by the Quer:ft, that, Fojeps knew not 
Mary cil fre had brougit foreh her Firft-Born Son, 
will (when compared with other Scripture Lan- 
guage) afford no {uch Inference, as that he after- 
wards did know her. For the Particle until! do's 
in Scripture often referr to the Time paft withour 
having any Relation to that which istocome. As 
may be feen, Gen. 28. 15. Deut. 34. 6. 1 Sam. 
15. 35« 2 Sam. 6. 23. Pf. 123. 2 and sto. Ie 
Neither can it be concluded that May had more 
Children, becaufe of Christ's being called her 
First-Born. For the opening of the Womb accord- 
ing to the Law of Mofes determined the Firft-Born, 
and that was to be Confecrated to the Lord without 
ftaying for a Second Birth; fo that the Firft-Born- 
migh: be oftentimes the only Begotten, this Scrip- 
ture Notion of Priority only excluding an Ante- 
cedent, and not inferring a Confeqnenr, And 
whereas we Read of Fe/us's Bretheren, thefe might 
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be either the Cbildren of Fofeph by a former Wife, 
as the Greek Church Taught ; or the Kindred of the 
Blefled Virgin. For thus we Read in Scripture 
thar Alrabam and Lot were Bretheren, when not- 
withftanding Lot was Abraram’s Nephew. Again, 
Jacob calls hin {cit the Brother when he was the 
Nephew of Laban. And Mofes calls Mifbael 
and Eiziphan the Bretheren when they were only 
of the Kindred of Nadab and Abibu. And if it 
can farther be made appear that Fames and Fofes 
who are exprefly called our Lord’s Bretheren 
were not the Sons of our Lord’s Mother, then 
the Argument which is urged from hence againft 
ber Perperual Virginity will fall to the Ground. 
Now, St. Fohn, fays, chat there flood ty the Croft 
of Ffus bis Mother, and his M thers Sifter, May 
the LVite C eop'as, and Mary Magdalen In the o- 
ther Evangelifts we find at the fame Place, Mary 
Mugdalen, and Mary the Mother of Fames and 
Jofes; and again, at the Sepulcher, Mary Magda- 
jen and the other Mry Which other Mary feens 
therefore to be the Wife of Cleovhas, and the Mo- 
ther of James and Fofcs. Coufequently Fames and 
5./es were nox the Sons of our Lord’s Mother, tho’ 
calied in Scriprure Language, Je'w’s Bretheven. 
For thefe Realons our Opinion is Decilive tor the 
Perpetual Virginity of Mary.
